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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims address a 
method (apparatus, and computer program) for organ-specific image optimization in computed 
tomography where first and second CT images based on Hounsfield Units are created, an HU 
value frequency distribution created from the first CT image, a HU dependent transfer function 
created for at least one organ specific region, the first and second images are filtered using the 
HU dependent transfer function and mixed (independent claims 1 and 27). This feature is neither 
shown nor fairly suggested in the prior art.
